The Romance of Transportation Tokens 


There is a fabulously interesting and inexpensive hobby that 
is closely allied with numismatics which I doubt if many coin col- 
lectors know exists. This is the collecting of Transportation Tokens 
(tokens good for one ride, fare, etc.). While this includes present day 
bus tokens - the more romantic and historical phases of the hobby 
are brought forth in the collecting of old omnibus, horsecar, bridge, 
ferry, and street car tokens and the digging up of the interesting 
stories behind the tokens. 


There are over 5000 tokens of all kinds and varieties known to 
the present day collectors. These tokens give a vivid picture of the 
history and development of public transportation in the United 
States over the past 120 years. The first fare tokens were issued by 
the Roxbury and Maverick Coach Omnibus Lines of Boston, Mass. 
These tokens are now valued from $3.50 to $5.00 by token collectors. 


Just as the coin collector has catalogs that help him evaluate and 
classify his coins - so does the collector of transportation tokens. The 
Atwood Check List of American Transportation Tokens lists in alpha- 
betical order state by state broken down to city by city listings of all 
known tokens and gives valuations. Louisville, Ky. is the number one 
city with the most issues with seventy-five tokens. Pennsylvania leads 
with the most cities that have used fare tokens at one time or another 
with an even 100 cities and towns listed. 


Your author, being stationed with the Air Force way up in cold 
Alaska, has nearly 4000 different tokens in his collection. There are 
not many transit companies up here but there are still a few tokens. 
‘ am always interested in buying, selling and trading fare tokens with

The above photo shows a 1928-D in B.U. condition. The three 


highest points are the head, shield and knee. These points have 
the most wear, the knee probably the most. It is noted on many 
Uncirculated S.L. 25¢ although the coin is Brilliant Uncirculated 
the knee is slightly worn or flat, due to its high relief. The pressure 
weight of other coins and the slight friction, causes the knee to look 
worn, actually it never hit circulation. The same goes for the head 
which is described as (full, partly flat, and flat). This is due to 
pressure also. A full head is worth more than prices listed. 

On earlier issues the date wore down considerably and most 
times not visible. As of 1925 the pedestal was designed with a recess 
for the date which proved to be more durable to wear. 

The arrows to the bottom left and right point to the Mint mark 
D for Denver and the letter M, the designers initials (Macneil). 

On the reverse of this type quarter the breast of the eagle is 
the highest point of wear. 

More descriptive photos of different type coins will be published 
in future issues. 


New Rotary Presses Installed at Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving 


The new presses designed by Thomas De La Rue & Co., Ltd., 
of England are being installed at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in Washington. Under a 15-year agreement the American 
firm of R. Hoe & Co., Inc. will be responsible for maintenance, 
repair, spare parts and any future design modifications. 

A dry process of engraving will be used and the sheets will be of 
32 notes instead of 18 now used on wet process plate presses. 

The dry method requires equipment with greater precision and 
plate pressures. A prototype model has been tested in Washington 
for two years. 

Of particular interest to paper money collectors will be the 
addition of the motto “In God We Trust” when the new presses 
begin production notes for circulation.
